During  the  year  1949#  61  Holston  residents  died  jiving  a death 
rate  of  19*9  P^r  1 ,000  civilian  population,  and  there  wore  35  live  births 
giving  a birth  rate  of  lb. 7 per  1,000  civilian  population*  The  Registrar 
General  estimated  cur  population  to  bo  5070  and  the.ro  is  a resulting  arith- 
metical increase  in  the  population  of  4 (excess  of  births  over  deaths). 

The  commonest  causes  of  death  wore  heart  disease,  cancer  and 
cerebral  vascular  lesions,  and  63g  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes  occurred  over  the  ago  of  ~J0  years. 

There  was  only  one  still  birth  during  tho  year  and  one  infant 
death  under  tho  ago  of  one  year.  This  was  a female  infant  who  died  at  Redruth 
Hospital  and  who  survived  3 days,  the  cause  of  death  being  cyanosis  and 
atelectasis  of  lung  (Atelectasis  cf  lung  is  a condition  af footing  tho  lungs 
which  probably  as  a result  of  birth  stress  have  not  fully  opened).  Premat- 
urity is  tho  greatest  cause  of  nco-natal  deaths  (i.o,  deaths  in  infants  under 
tho  ago  of  one  month),  and  during  the  year  4 babies  were  born  and  classed  as 
premature  (i.o,  a birth  weight  of  pt-  lbs.  or  loss),  one  at  Redruth  Hospital 
and  throe  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths  duo  to  prematurity  and  the  domicil- 
iary care  of  those  infante  was  supervised  by  the  Assistant  County  Pursing

There  arc  no  antc-iv tal  Clinics  in  the  Borough,  and  apart  from 
a few  omcrgoncy  ■ •■idwifery  eases  which  have  been  admitted  to  Hoi 3 ton  Cottage 
Hospital,  the  bulk  of  patients  requiring  hospital  accommodation  for  thoir 
confinements  are  transferred  to  the  Maternity  Unit  at  Canborno-IJodruth 
Minor ’ s & General  Hospital.  Transport  for  patients  attending  the  ante-natal 
clinic  at  this  hospital  is  provided  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  Ambulance 
Service  and  the  Hospital  Car  Service.  A "Flying  Squad"  capable  of  tran- 
sporting specialist  medical  and  nursing  personnel  fully  equipped  with  bl^o  1 
transfusion  apparatus  in  case  of  emergency  is  stationed  at  the  Maternity 
Unit  in  Hodruth,  but  the  number  of  times  this  "Flying  Squad"  has  been  used 
indicate  that  these  emergencies  are  happily  infrequent.  Domiciliary 
midwifery  is  undertaken  by  the  two  District  Nurse  Mi dwives  employed  by  the 
Cornwall  County  Council  for  work  in  the  Borough,  and  during  the  year  they 
atton  led  60  domiciliary  confinements  and  carried  out  12o3  midwifery  and 
maternity  visits  and  r')?-0  ante-natal  visits  in  addition  to  thoir  duties  as 
District  Nurses.  These  confinements  were  carried  out  in  the  home  without 
any  infant  or  maternal  deaths • In  addition  to  the  two  District  Nurse 
Kidwivos  who  also  undertake  some  Health  Visiting  duties,  one  full  ti  a.

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3.  Help  Service. 

This  service  wa s introduced  in  this  County  on  the  5th.  July, 
1948,  ns  port  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  its  purpose  being  in  the 
main  to  reduce  the  pressure  on  hospital  accomodation  by  providing  dom- 
estic assistance  in  the  hone  during;  sickness  or  confinement.  Priority  of 
need  is  given  to  maternity  cases.  This  service  is  administered  locally 
by  the  Tenon's  Voluntary  Service  centred  at  the  Kerrior  Rural  .District 
Council  Offices,  being  a combined  service  for  both  the  Helston  Borough 
Council  and  Kerrior  Rural  District  Council  areas.  The  complement  of  full 
tine  Home  Helps  for  the  year  was  6 in  the  first  quarter  and  5 for  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  year.  The  following  table  indicates  the  number 
and  types  of  cases  aided  and  the  number  of  hours  Home  Helps  were  employed 
on  each  typo ,

This  service  administered  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  on  an 
Area  basis  covering  the  Camberne-Rcdruth,  Helston  & Kerrior  districts  is 
operated  from  the  Tolvean  Depot  in  Redruth,  and  provides  for  a 24  hour 
service  for  maternity  and  T.B.  patients.  Per  all  other  cases  a 7 a.m.  to 
7 p.m,  service  exists,  the  intervening  period  7 p.rt.  to  7 a.n,  and  week- 
ends (Saturday  1 p.m,  to  Monday  7 a.m.)  being  covered  by  the  local  St. 

John  Ambulance  Division  who  are  reimbursed  by  the  County  Council  at  an 
agreed  rate.  In  cases  of  emergency  the  St.  John  Ambulance  at  Helston  is 
used  during  the  period  7 a.n.  to  7 P»m.  in  addition  to  these  available  at 
thr  Depot  in  Redruth,  Sitting  ease  transport  is  undertaken  by  the  Util- 
ccon  type  of  Ambulances  stationed  at  the  Depot  and  by  the  Hospital  Car 
Service.  The  demands  on  the  Ambulance  Service  were  heavy,  increasing 
steadily  throughout  the  year  'rithout  any  sign  of  reaching  a peak  level, 
so  much  so  that  the  strain  on  both  vehicles  and  personnel  became  toe  great 
and  an  increase  in  the  complement  of  ambulances  and  drivers  at  the  Depot 
became  essential.  The  following  table  gives  some  indication  of  the  amount 
of  work  undertaken  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  at  Helston  during  the  year.

As  you  will  have  scon  from  the  preceding  tables  the  year  was 
notable  fT  the  low  incidence  of  notified  infectious  diseases.  In  addition  to 
th-  notifications  received  from  general  nodical  practitioners,  schools  in  the 
district  reported  absences  by  scholars  in  33  cases  '.'here  measles  was  stated  to 
bo  the  cause  and  in  87  instances  "hero  r.unpc  was  classed  as  the  cause  of  non- 
attendance  • All  cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospitalisation  are 
referred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Truro. 

measles . 

Measles  of  which  31  cases  wore  notified  in  the  district  all  of 
whnm  recovered  is  probably  due  to  an  ultra  microscopic  virus  and  is  most 
infective  during  the  pro-o rupture  phase  (i.c.  during  the  catarrhal  stage  prior 
to  the  onset  of  the  rash)  effecting  principally  children  under  the  age  of  ~j 
years.  The  death  rate  is  highest  in  the  0-3  ago  group  and  the  chief  cause 
of  mortality  is  due  to  secondary  infection  resulting  in  bronchopneumonia*  The 
chief  disabling  complications  arc  chronic  discharging  oars  and  eyes  and  as 
there  is  yet  no  agent  which  will  ensure  protection  for  more  than  2 or  3 weeks, 
mothers  should  be  warned  of  the  dangers  of  exposing  young  children  to  these 
showing  fever  and  acute-  catarrhal  symptoms  whenever  measles  is  prevalent.  It 
is  customary  to  isolate  sufferers  for  14  days  after  the-  appearance  of  the  rash 
and  family  contacts  under  the  age  of  7 years  who  have  not  previously  suffered 
from  this  disease  arc  excluded  from  school  for  a similar  period.

Humps  is  also  duo  to  a virus  infection  and  there  arc  no  proced- 
ures in  ccnrrn  use  which  can  be  roliod  upon  as  a means  of  effective  control 
of  the  disease.  As  tho  virus  however  is  present  in  the  saliva  of  infected 


persons  concurrent  disinfection  of  eating  and  drinking  utensils  is  advisable 
and  isolation  of  the  infected  individual  for  14  days  rr  for  7 days  after  the 
enrolling  subsides  is  customary.  Quarantine  of  contacts  is  of  little  value. 


Acute  -Anterior  Polirnyolitis. 

Although  an  outbreak  of  acute  anterior  polio; r/clitis  occurred 
in  tho  Canborno-Rodruth  Area  the  duration  of  the  outbreak  lasting  from  arly 
Juno  until  late  August  1949,  and  although  other  outbreaks  were  later  reported 
elsewhere  in  tho  County,  Hclston  remained  relatively  unscathed.  No  eases 
wore  notified  by  general  nodical  practitioners  although  it  was  later  brought 
t^  ny  notice  that  one  child  who  had  attended  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  who 
was  suffering  fr*r.  a muscular  disability  was  thought  to  have;  boon  tho  subject 
of  an  earlier  missed  attack  of  this  disease.

Although  no  cases  of  diphtheria  wore  notified  during  the  year, 
this  should  not  bo  regarded  as  an  oxcuso  for  laxity  or  apathy  in  the  promotion 
of  any  immunisation  programme . During  the  year  75  children  under  the  age  of 
5 years  and  75  between  the  ages  of  5 and  14  w ere  given  primary  immunisation 
courses.  In  addition  228  children  received  secondary  or  boosting  injections. 
The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  child  population  is  413  under  5 years 
of  age  and  649  from  5 ~ 14,  and  with  the  records  at  our  disposal  it  would 
appear  that  only  178  children  under  the  age  of  p (43 J)  and  342  children 
between  p - 14  years  (p 2$)  arc  fully  protected  against  this  disease. 


It  was  realised  that  the  records  inherited  by  the  Area  Health 
Office  in  Redruth  were  sadly  incomplete  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  survey  th 
combined  area  (Holston,  Kerrior  6s  Cnmborno-Rodruth)  with  a view  to  obtaining 
a merr  accurate  picture  of  the  immunisation  state  of  our  children.

Immunisation  is  a safe  and  efficient  moans  of  protecting 
children  from  diphtheria  and  mothers  should  make  every  effort  to  ensure  that 
their  children  have  received  this  protection.  Immunisation  sessions  are  h 11 
at  the.  Infant  "Welfare  Clinic  in  addition  to  those  sessions  provided  by  the 
family  doctor.  A medical  officer  attends  the  schools  in  the  area  and  arrang 
immunisation  sessions  at  these  schools  at  periodic  intervals.  Children  should 
be  immunised  at  about  the  age  of  8 months  and  in  fact  the  sooner  the  better. 
Further  secondary  or  boosting  doses  should  then  bo  given  prior  to  entry  in 
school  i.o,  botwoon  4-5  years  and  again  at  tho  ago  of  9* 


Vaccination, 


Although  periodically  a number  of  persons  who  are  possible 
contacts  of  smallpox  eases  enter  the  area  all  are  kept  under  surveillance. 
There  were  no  eases  of  smallpox  notified  during  tho  year  and  8 primary 
vaccinations  and  1 ro-vaccinntion  wore  carried  cut  on  children  under  tho  ago 
of  p during  tho  year,  6 primary  vaccinations  and  2 re-vaccinations  wore 
carried  out  on  persons  above-  tho  ago  of  5 years.
